The Diſtemper which hath produccd theſe Dangers is yarioug artd excced-

The obftruttions which nave brought us into this diſtemper , are very ma= 
ty, ſo that we cannot wonder ar the trehgth and maligniry of it. Some of the

I, The obftruRtion of Reformation in matters of Religion: no Grievances 
are ſharper than thoſe that preſſe'ypon the tender conſciences of men ; and there 
was never Church or State aflited with more Grievances of this kind , then 
we have been.. And thoughthey are by the wiſedome of thts Parliament partly. 
eaſed and diminiſhed, yer many (ti'] remarne : and as long as the Biſhops and 


the corrupt part ofthe Clergy continue in their Power there will be izle hope 


of Freedome cither from the ſence of thoſe which continne, or the feare of thoſe 
which are removed, And of this eblipRien, (my Lords) I muſt elcare the 
mMmorns,\e are in no part guilty of it, fome good Bills have paſt us, and 0+

Commons hath given no cauſe'ro this Obftruftion ; wee , 
ave eafd Trade of many Burdens, and heavie Taxes,which are taken off ; we 
have freed it from many hard reſtraints by Pattexts and Mcnopolies; wee have 
been willing to part'with our owne Priviledges, to give it Incouragement z 
we have fought co put the Merchants into Security , and confidence in reſpest 
of the Towerof Londov, that ſo they might be invited to bring ia their Bulli« 
on to the Mint, as heretofore they have done : and we are no way guilty of che 
troubles, the feares, and publique dangers which- make men withdraw their 
Stocks, and to keep their Money by them. to be ready for ſuch oJain Exigents, 
as ings eat diftraRians we haye too much cauſe to expect. 
3».L Dfrration in the reliefe of Irdind, Ir muſt needs bee accompred 
a great ſhame and diſhonour to this Kingdome , that our neighbours 
have ſhewed themſelves more forward to ſiipply the Rebells; then we have bin 
to relieve Our diftrefſed brethren, and fellow Subjects. _ Bur T muſt declare 
that the Houſe of Commons. is altogether innocent of any negle& herein, As 
- ſoon as the firſt nervesot the Rebellion came over, we underrooke cheWarre, 
not by way of Supply and aide, as in fortner Rebellions the SubjeRts have uſed - 
to doe; bur we underto:tke the whole charge of it , and- wee ſuffered not- 24+ . 
houres to palle, before we agreed to'agreat Levic of Money ahd Men , to'bee 
imployed againſt the Rebells,even in a larger proportion: then the Lord J uſtices 
and Councell there did debre : and from time to time we have done all for the

God keeps him- 
ſelfe in ſecrer, and will nor be ſeene : and therefore 
wan will have ocher: gods who ſhall. Aoke ws gods 
that may goe before ws, (fay the Iſraelites to eAaron) 
ſuch as we may ſee. Hence are your Idols among the 
Heachen : PiQures, and Crucifixes among your Pa- 
piſts : and with men of carnall and corrupt mindes 
amongſt our ſelves. Men will have ſomething before 
their cyes to dire their worſhip and ſerviceunto. 
Menare vext that God ſhonld keepe himſelfe,or any 
thiogelſcTecrer from them. How faine would men 
be fiogring of Ele&ion,and Reprobation ? How an- 
gry were our deſperate Divines of late,becanſe they 
could nor finde out the botrome, of chem? Seethe 
reaſon : 

There's none, unlefſe they canſee the depth and 
Canſe. 

We are very prone to be too ſawcy with divine 
things w- dwel in darknes,and God wil not bearir. 
Bonnds and limits were ſet the people when God 
gave che Law: they muſt notgaze, leſt rhey die. 
And as'men are aupry with this retirednefleof God, 
that be will nor make himſelfe familiar ro their ſen- 
ſes : Soare they vext and iretted with hismo 
lizing,and reſerving all rhe wayes and manner of his 
worſhip ro himſclte : men arc mad upon Will-wor- 
ſhip. Somerhing they will have ef their owne inven- 
tion to be mingled with the worſhipof God:he ſhall 
nothave alcogether his _ way and will. The 
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will out of their wiſdome (which'is their folly)adq© 
ſ>me Ceremonies.,at the Ieaſt,tobeautifie the {loven- 
ly worſhip of God : as ſome of them have niore then 
prophanely ſpoken. And from hence were your gol- 
den Copes,& gorgious Altars,ſhining Candleftickes, 
decentCeremonies, the more to decorate and adorn 
the ſervice of God. Thas man will be corrupting the 
ſpiricuall ſervice of God, with his baſe, carnall,beg- 
gerly inventions. And fomthis cauſe God gives men 
over £9 excreame folly ; even to worſhip the things 
that they have made ſo beautifull; co bow downe to 
their Alcars that they have decke : and all their wiſ- 
dome, Scholerſhip, learning, anddiftintions, are 
notable ro deliver them from ic. The 1. Rom. 25. 
Becauſe when they knew God, they worſhipped him 
not as God, therefore God gave them over : laid 
them faſt in their owne dung and filth: And who 
were theſe > Suchas profelt themſelves to be wife, 
the great Scholars of theworld, In the 1 Cor.1. 20. 
where ts the wiſe > where ts the diſpmter? not in Chrift,as 
Paul was ; he was fooliſhnefſe. So with us, Where 
were our great learned Rabbins? their diſtin&ions 
had carricd them downe to Ryme- they could break 
the Sabbath with diſtinRiops, and bow downe-ro

But 
becauſe there was another dore which muſt firſt be opened before 
they covld obtaine their entrance, Maſter #heeler (whole wife is 
the Kings Laundrefſe ) and Falcon bridge Sir Robert Pies lervant 
inthe Treaſury, who living in andaboutthe Cloſo of Weſtmins 
fter had beene made acquainted with the fecret, by drawing upa 
beam which-made faſt that doore(to come at which another doore 
or two were firſt broke open ) gave him way to-enter, But as it 
happened;before the Crown and other ornaments of the ſtate were

were Centinels ſer at the lanes end neare Neetlebed, did with g 
noble reſolution attended onley with his man ride up to them, 
demanded who they were for, and perceiving they were of 
the Rebells Army he and his man diſcharged both their piſtols, and 
killed the Centinells, and ſo gave an alarme to all the Horſe in the 
Towne; allwhom the valiam Captaine with 4 Horſe only bravely 

faced, and then made an honourable and ſafe retreat.

+ Thisday we had intelligence that upon Friday laſt certaine of 
His Majeſties Forces to the numberiof yoo Horſe, or thereabouts, 
came to Rockingham Caſtle in the County of N on, and 
underſtanding that Major Afele (the Governour there) was then 
ficting wich a Sub-Committee at #eldas two or:three miles di- 
ſtant,abour impoſing a new Tax upon the Eaſterne parts of Norche 
emptonfhire , which Tax be required ſhould-alwayes be paid 2 
moneth before hand , upon paine of being preſently plu : 
His Majeſties ſaid Forces placed ſome about rhe Caſtle cloſe under 
che wall, and marched with the reſt rowards Weldon, to have ta- 
kenthe Afole as he was working.

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. Towne, where any thing is to be had, and plunder Malignatts 
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but he lay hid as cloſe as when laſt he ranne from 8aubary; wheres 
upon the Souldiers were enforced after they had killed and taken 
ſome few of his followers, to reſt ſatisfied with onely a thouſand 
Oxen, Cowes, and Sheepe, which they found in Rockingham For» 
reſt, and Sroake Parke, and with ſome ſpeciall Horſes whictiwere 
kept neare the Caſtle (ſecure as they ſappoſed) within command 
of their Canon, fome of them within Musket ſhot « which Cattle 
were many of them (tollen from the Country people to ſupply the 
Rebels in the Caſtle, which His Majcfties Forces drave to their 
Rendezvoure towards Belvoir Caſtle ;but withall made Proclama- 
ton, That if any of them were the Cattle of ary Commoger in 
Rockingham Forreſt, or were hircd to be joytttd into Stoaks 
Parke, ler the Owners cepaire to them and tell the markes , each 
man ſhould have his owne againe ; (for they had no Commiſſion 
to take any thing from any of His Majeſties loyall SubjeRs , bur 
from the Rebels onely) whereupon many adjoyning: Country 
people reſorted to rhem , and had reſticution accordingly z yea 
ſome of chem got ſome Cattle which had been formerly ftollen 
from them by the Rebels. The Rebels after the Kings Forces were 
gone out of thoſe parts, returned to the Caſtle in To night; a 
upon Saturday Tune 3. they went to Maſter Nevs/s grounds of Hall 
in Leicefterfaire, about three miles diſtant from the Caſtle , and tv

than the uſual price) & that all ſuch as did retuſe to lay down their 
money, ſhould pay 40.s. for each chaldron of coals, beſides 40.s; 
Impoſt,(a molt intolerable prefſure,coniidered rightly) Themoney

It was advertiſed from thence alſo, that an Ambafſadour from 
France islately landed, and that ſome Members apprebending, 
that his comming was not like to promote their purpoſes (as 1s 
notlikely that it ſhould ) cauſed his goeds and carriages tobe 
ſcized upon ( for who could look they ſhould deal better witha 
torreigne Prince, than with their own narurall Soveraigne) but on 
a motion of the Earle of Holand. were reſtored again. That an 
Ordinance was read the laſt week in the Houſe of Commons, that 
no man ſhould cither fell an horſe 1s Zoxdox, or ride our Town 
on any, without leave of the Houſe, which may peradventure be 
2 projee to raiſe the market of their Paſſeporrs. That ſome of 
the Lords had ſent a Meſſage to the Lower Houſe, deſiring that an 
Anſwer might be made'to the Kings laſt Meſſages, but rhat the 
Houſe did nothing in it for the preſent, nor was likero dompch in 
it for the future. That the Cirie.doth refuſe to lend more money, 
though very earneſtly put to it» Thar the Lord Saydefiresto 
wath his hands of the impeachinent made againſt the Queen, pro- 
teſting 1n the open Houſe that he was ever againlt is, bur ſach was. 
bis ill lucke; that few believed him, becauſe they knew the con--

2 Aliving foul is Man in innocency: The 
Scripture 1aith , che firf man was made a hivin 
al ſoul; Adam was pertett m reaſon , knowing all 
& naturall things m the fulnefle of their nature, 
worth and excellency , obſerving and taking 
" pleaſure in theglory of God , which did ſhine 
in, through,and over all the works of the moſt high : So that 
there was not any beauty or yertue in any thing, but he had the 
ſenceand famme of it within his owne Capacity or realon. He 
gave names to Creatures ſuitable to their natures, ftrength and 
vivaſity ; Moreover he knew the beauty of things in their ſeve- 
rall canſes,how they were knit together , and how this Union 
made a goodly Harmony; and although there were many things 
in nature contrary to cach other , and conſidered in themſelves, 
would cu each other: Yet as they were ordered by the 
wiidome of the wiſeſt, did unanimouſly agree with , and helpe 
each other. All things then were good both in themſelves and 
in their ſeverall effects : He knew no weaknefle or death inany 
thing,untill death firſt fell upon h1m,and then iflued torth from 
him, 1n.and upon all other Crentios, Hee knew himtfelfe to bee 
the chiefeſt of the way of God, and that God had more re- 
ſpect to him thento any of all his creatures ( Iſpeak compara- 
tively) ſo thar there wasnothing that could gaine upon him, or” 
rob him of his heart that was without hum. Put all things to- 
ether without him. and all will ſcarſe prove equall to him, ei- 
ther for beauty. wiſdome or heavenly knowledge; he knew God. 
to be the upper ground of all | both in their beings

* creatures (as in all there was ſome ) it was the ſcatterings of the

ſhed futable to the greatnes my glory of the things which are 
{een, muſt things be, which doth not appeare. And if the Hea- 
then(as Pa»! 1aith) knew God in his inviſible eternall power and 
Godhead: Surely Adm 1n theſe things knew more then they all, 
for if they who had ſeverail broken pieces of reaton weakly joy- 
ned together, and yet underſtood theſe things : doubtles he that 
was upright, and had reaſon perte&ted , knew much more. God 
made man _— (taith the Scripture) I conceive the meaning. 
of that word may be either. x 

Firſt, this with his heart fixed and placed onely upon God: 
vyhich way {ocver he turned himſelte , or upon whatſoever hee 
looked.all chat he took pleaſureto tfee,was God in all,nans mind 
atthe frit was upward, now downward 

Or ſecondly, the Word is a Metaphor , taken from a line: or 
rule by which men meature or ſquare out any particular worke, 
which rule they ought not to excecd.

that as his reaſon {erved him to couple all things together , ſo it 
alſo raiſed him to ſec how all things were coupled , and that 
he who did thus unite all,and overſhadow all ; by the influence 
and power of his eternall being . was more — and grat 
then they all, which conſidered, cauted him there to reſt, and in 
that to take full content. | 

Thirdly,a living ſoul ſfigntheth (as it hath referenceto that 
eſtate in which he was thus upright);immutability and duration, 
and He(meaning God) breathed in himthe breath of life.” This 
breathing or breath of Goa , was the great power and glory of 
God, moulding of him into that glorious eſtate, and preſerving 
of him in that eſtate, untill he letr it, or rather that lett him, of 
which | ſhall ſpeak more hereafter. 

There was not the leaft tinfture of death,that came upon man 
whiles he remained in this eſtate, neither in his body or minde, 
mortality was the conſequence of finne ; If thou cateſt taith 
the Scripture, indying thou ſhalt dye : Whileſt that he obeyed 
he was treſh;, faire, and flouriſhing , without any defect. asall 
things elſe were.O ! how goodly a thing was man untill he tur-

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There are three things alſo to be conſidered for the opening 
of this: Furtt, a quickening (pirit us fucha one, who mult have 
the tulnetle and tubitance ot all ſhadowes and outward appea- 
rances in him. Spirit ignites the pertection and beauty or any 
thing. The other word put to it makes thus much, namely, this 
pertection and beauty wu its alitudeand. vivatity, for nothing can 
be higher, more ample, or more lovely 1n being, then things tru- 
ly ipitituallorthe tpirit, the cauteot {pirituall things. Life is 
1N Ehrilt becaule the power ot the infinite and eternall being, 
dwells compleatly in him : One ot the higheſt names which 
Chriſt himtelte tcts torth God by, 1s this, that he 1s a Spirit, and 
Chrilt is thi>-God tpiritually underitood. 

Secondly, a quicketiing ipirit*is one who hath not onely this 
in himiclte, but he hath power to convey this tpirituall beauty 
upon whomtoe ver he will. The Sunne quickneth whom he 
wall faith the Scripture, he can (by the mighty operation of his 
life and {pirit) transforme all1nto the Image of the ſame glory 

| Although 44am had.lite in him, {tuch a liteas I have 
ipoken of) yet had he not any power to convey the leaft dram 
of this lite to any : Which doth maniteſt,that this life was much 
lower and weaker then that life which was in Chrit. 

Thirdly, the third meaning 15 this , that he « appomtedand 
let a part of God tor thiscnd: the Scripture faith , he was made 
a quickening {pirit, as Chriſt is God, ſo it 1s no robbery for him 
to be equall with God - and: ſo he 1s neither under command, 
neither in that conſideration doth he ſtand in need:of any cour- 
tefte or dignity from the God-head, but as hg 18God in our nature, 
cloathed- with humane fleſh., fo is he ſet apart by the authority 
of the eternall Father to leverail othces, by vertue whereof hee 


_ doth convey grace,knowledge, ana all divine priviledges and fpi- 


rituall bletsings upon the Sonnes of men, becauſe there is no 
power in us of our elves, to bringlite and. divine ſtrength tous:

15a generall Tenet held by the major part of men, yea and good 
men alſowhom I love and honour, here in England, That Adew 
had a power,in,and of himiclfe to ſtand 1n-rhat eſtate wherein 
he was created: (I ſhould be ſorry it by miſtake I ſhould wrong 
any, confident I am that I have heard tome rea(on for it.) It he 
had power (I meane of himlſelte) ro ſtand , whence came it to 
patle he tell ? Is there any defire of evill 1n good, or mulcry in 
happineſle: His ſtanding was good, and doubtlefle fo was the 
power by which he ſtood, whether it was in himſelfe or other- 
wile; reaſon will tell us, (and as I have ſaid «1dam had the height 
of reaſon) ſo long as man keepes his reaſon, which brings hum - 
to felicity, he cannot prefle atter miſery. Its ſaid he had power 
to ſtand or tall ; I conceive ſo long as he ftood he had a pawerby 
which he ſtood ; when he fell. jt was becauſe hee wanted thus 
p_ : if he had kept the power, or rather, the power had k 
1m, hee had never fallen ; hee could not have power to fall (1 
meane in that eſtate which we call innocency) tor falling from 
a good eſtate to a bad is through a defe&t of power. If Ademfell 
trom life to death from felicity to miſery, 1t was not becauſe he 
had a power to fall but becauſe his power failed him- It is truce 
whileſt he ſtood he ſtood, and he ſtood by a power, and had not 
that power failed him, he would have ſtood longer : but ſuppoſe 
it be objected, that the power by which hee was aflaulted was 
greater then that which in that cftate he was poſleſſed withall, 
and ſo by that meanes he dilobeyed ; for ſaith the Man, The we- 
man which thou gaveft mt, gaveweeof thetree, and I dideat : unto 
which I ſhall thus firſt antwere, If we conſider him before hee 
was fallen, or betore the very a& of his fall, the power which 
was againft him was not equall to that which hee had: For if 
eAdemknew God , and ſerved God, (his defires and inclinations 
being onely thereunto, accounting this his greateſt good, knows 
ing him to be moſt excellent, and his will to be moſt delighted 
in. all this arifing frorf a principle of knowledge and perfeRion 
which he had) then how can a lye be greater then truth, when 
truth 1s ſtrong, yea ſtrongeſt of all : the Divell he comes to him

vvith this lye in his mouth, "ol thou doeft diſobey thou [halt live an4 
be as God, and vvith tuch like vyords ; phy a deny ray in that 
eltate mi thus have an{vvered the Divell (and his princi- 
ples vyould have led him to it) I knoyy vyhat God hath ſaid is 
true, he is God , and cannot deny himſelfe , hee hath laid his 
command upon me, and given mee bounds beyond yyhich I 
may not goe; it thou 1aiſt otheryviſe, thou haſt loſt thy 
knovvledge of God, in vvhom all ggodnefle and blefſednefle 
conlitteth, and art become a Lyer. It is true,that the Divell is 
{aid to be great and to have povyver, and 1o is finne alſo , but it 
is in reference to our vyeake eſtate, yvhen vyee compare hin 
and his povver vvith things truly good,hee hath no povver at 
all : indeed he vvould have'the things vvhich are not, to 
be ; and the things vvhich are, to loſe their beings : but he be- 
ing adeceiver is ftill deceived: untill Adam yyas deceived, hee 
never thought as the Diyell did, and had his povver remained 
vvith him he never had been deceived ; for as longas he ſtood 
it vvas the povver that kept him. I confefle if Adams eſtate 
vvas partly good and partly evill, then (if vve may uſe ſuch 
an expreſs1on) he had power to fall : Bux if it vyas vvholly 
00d, as the Scripture faith, that God ſavy all things reel 
he had made, a»dt wes goed; and doubtlefle men was one of . 
the greateſt of theſe good things,it not the greateſt of all : then 
in that condition he could not have any inclination to evill, 
but his inclination to evill was his fall; fo that we ſee eFdams 
eſtate was wholly good, and in every good thing ſo long as it is 

ood, it is by a power kept in its goodneſſy. It «Adam had the 
reath of lite breathed in him, then ſo long as that breath of 
life remained 1n its glory, death could not enter upon him. | 

But I ſhall tecondly thus anſwer : If wee confider Adam ei- 
ther after his fall, or in his fall, (that is to ſay, as he did fully) 
the power againſt him was greater then that which vvas with 
him, otherwiſe he would not have fallen. 1f Adam was enve- 
nomed with evill (as he vvas) the Devill was the envenoiner, 
aad the cauſe 1s greater then the effects, although many times 
the effe& doth excecdingly open, and give light to the nature 
of the cauſe. The Devill is a fountaine of lyes and deceipts, 


and by his ſubtilty in lying, filled Adams with deceipt. It 1s 
| B much

much to be thought, that in all the Devils words w* he uſed 
to deceive both Adam andEvah,we heard not of a word ot reply 
to gainiay his d1{courle : Indeed Evah tells him of the obliga- 
tion and band that God had laid upon them, but when hee 
chargeth God with talſhood, and hatred, and the like, we read 
not of any reply to cleare God , made by them , but rathera 
tull entertaining of his diicourle ; by which I conceive, that 
no ſooner were'thele mot ions ſuggeſted to them by the Temp. 
ter, but torthwith were they entertained by them; yea , and 
haply without any debate, whether they were right or wrong 
good or evill : had they retained their knowledge and ftrengt 
whileſt they were under the temptation, they had then eatily 
freed themtelves from the efficacy of the temptation : but it 
{eemes to me, whileſt they were a _—_—_— , or when they 
were temptcd, the power departed from them , and ſo the 
temptation had efhcacy upon them , otherwiſe they would 
have reſiſted the temptation. Ofct times the act of evill , and 
the act of good, 1s pertormed with equall __ although the 
coniequence ro various : So haply whilſt they were 1n the 
act ot finne, they knew itnot, but afterwards the guilt and the 
ſhame which followed cauſed them to know : If ever the De- 
vill did ſhew himſelfe like an Angel of light in any of his 
wes, as ott he doth, ſurely one of the faireſt drefles hee- put 
on, was when hee tempted Adam ; Te ſhallbe as Gods , ſaith the 
Tempter : it was not altogether to grofle as to tell him hee 
ſhould be in Gods roome. although it wanted but a ſtep to it, 
for to be equall,is to divide, and to divide 1s to deſtroy ; for to. 
feeke to have two Gods at once, is to ſeeke to have none at all. 
Perhaps the Divell tooke the ſame method with 4 1ew . to 


bring him to miſery , as he bimſelfc praftiſed when hee firſt 


wrought his owne miſery. 

But to hover no longer, we ſee Adew hath loft his integri- 
ty, and the man 1n that caſe is undone ; How ſhall we find out 
the way of his lofſe? This T thall endevour todoeby diſcour- 
fing.upon two things ; the firſt is, How, or from: whence Adam 
had hy rewer to ftand? the ſecond is, How heleſt it? For the firſt 
of theſe I ſhall ſpeake more briefe,. becauſe T have ſpoken of it 
grcady : All power is from the higheſt power; which is from

Adam was formed atier the image of God , this 1mage was a 
deſcription or draught of the . of God upon him, al- 
thomk (I contefle) not 1o glorious as that draught which is 
drawne torth upon Chritt : tor ſo farre as heaven 1n its glor 
15 beyond the earch in its glory, ſo farre is the glory ct Chrif 
beyond the glory of Ada». For what faith the Scripture? the 
firjt man is of the earth, earthly; the ſecond ts the Lord from heaven : 
this-1mage of God 1n Adams was the truth or ſpirit of has life, 
an4 lite cannot bee maintained lively without tome fpring : 
The founcaine or ipring which maintaines all true beings, 1s 
God, {o that we may (I tuppolſe) conclude. that God gave him 
his life, and the fame God did keep it, ſo long as it was kept. 


The ſecond Queſtion 1s, How Adam Uoff bis mregrity > Ard 
here (1 cenfefle) 1 ſhould be ſorry to ipeak any thing contrary 
to reaſon or Religion ; yet 1f I ſhould miſcarry , I ſhould bee 
glad to be informed : and above all things , when T am ſpeak- 
ing of the things of God, I am mot afraid of diſhonouring or 
charging him with tolly + For , {et God be true and every mana 
ler. Butnow I have begun io ſpeake, T ſhall freely deliver 
my thoughts. Thus 1 thinke he loſt it. As T have ſaid, it was 
God that did uphold him whileſt h: ſtood, ſo it was the fame 
God that did withdraw or kept back the power, and 10 Adam 
fell. Had he kept the power. or rather the power —_ him, he 
had not fallen ; but God was "—__ for the magnifying of his 
name, to withdraw himfelte trom him, and fo left him under 


the power of the temptation, by _— he was overcome. It

was the power,or Goa that made him ſtrong, and had thus con-

Tothis I anſwer, that in a poſitiveand ſtrict ſence he is not, 
for as of all things he is molt cleare and tree trom finne in 
himſelfe, and in his ownenature, there being no uncleanefſe 
or uncleane thing that can enter into his Tabernacle {01s he 
as free and cleare, concerning theatting or working any evill, 
cither 1n.or by himſelte:tor how can any uncleane thing come 
torth ot the thing that is cleane. Sinne 15 not in him,therefore 
he cannot act or commit finne. The Divill is pofitively evill, 
finne dwells inherently in him, and is engratted into hisbe- 
ing: It was his a&tion and motion which had an influence up- 
on Adam, by vertue whereof he was drawne into the ſame 
condemnation with himſelte , and dia actually as well as the 
Divill commut finne: So that as concerning the temptation or 
working of finne in Adam, God is altogether cleare, and to be 
diſcharged.and the Divill and 44am himtelfe tobe blamed. If 
God gave A4awa Law, and this Law was good.axs all chings elſe 
were then , and the goodnefle of the Law was either in its own 
nature, or becauſe God gave it, God being the higheſt good 
cannot diminiſh or deftroy the leaft good which he would 
have done, had he broken his owne Lay. It is one thing to take 
away a power which is init ſelfe good, or to take away a pow- - 


er by which any good thing is reſerved , and it being taken a- 
way , of necelsity the good t ing muſt periſh; And it is a-

nother thing to commit finne, and manifeſtly toa& it,when 
the power which kept the good thing , and he good bing 
it telte, which was kept by the power, are both departed.

God 
is the author ot all good or goodnefle.cither as all. good or 
goodnefle is concentered in him, or as all good is wrought 
and brought to light by him , therefore God cannot be the 
Author ot finne , I meane ina full and ftri& ſence, becauſe 
finne hath not 1ts being in him, he did not beger it, neither 
doth hecheriſhh it in his bolome. Sinne is a deprivation or 
lefſening' of. good, therefore 1t cannotbein God, becauſe he 15 
not only good, but good in the higheſt degrees faith the Scrip- 
ture, Smnne is of the Divill, and if of and from the Divill, thennor of 
and from God: So that wee ſee the Divill may ſinne, and Adaw 
may finne, and yet God not to be the author of fſinne. 
ut in'the ſecond place, I thus anſwer, that in an acciden- 
tall way God may be ſaid to occafion finne, for had it bin the 
good pleaſure of God to have given 4daw the ſame power al- 
waies, by which at fir? he ſtood in his integrity , he had not 
finned. , When the light 1s gone darknefle will cover the face 
of the carth, and the lights departure 1s occafionally the cauſe 
of darknefle, ſo is the departure of God from Adm, occafion- 
ally the cauſe of his fall. Our Saviour ſaith , he came not to 
bring peace,but a ſword » and yet the Angells ſaith, at his com- 
ming into the World, on earth peace, good will towards men; 
the truth is, our Saviour came to bring peace in plaine and 
ſri& ſence, and that was the end of his comming ; and yet 
occaſionally came a ſyord. There are many things done in 
the World which are finfull , which aQions God hath a ipe- 
ciall hand in, and yet Gods cleare from the evill of thoſe 
actions : Suppoſe one man. kill another with a Sword here is 
God firſt permitting ſuch an aftion, otherwiſe 1t could not be 
done, for if he pleaſed he could hinder it. 

And ſecondly, here is God giving poweygo the man, where- 
by his ation is done. IF he puts forth his hand . if he ſtrikes 
the roke: it is by a power, if you will ily it is by the power 
of nature, I will anſwer, that it is the God of ® ves 1 4- 
ture its power.

- wards Adam, i» the withdrawing of himſelfe , when there was no 0- 

| ther means for him to be kept in his integrity ? 

- To this I anſwer. 


That Ged can doe nounjuft thing , whatſoever hee doth is 
= righteous, as he himſelfe is righteous; All his works are by and 
t from himſelfe. The Potter hath power to make and deſigne 
7 his Veſlells for honour or diſhonour,at his pleaſure , becauſe 
. they are his workmanſhip. If the Potter is to make thee Vel- 
; {ells by the commandement and power of ſome other; hee is 

todoe according to his Commilsion; Bur if hedoth it with- 


out command. and is left to his will, who 1s then to contra- 
dit him. in what ſhape ſoever he maketh theſe Veſlells.or un- 
, _ towhatule ſo ver he putteth them? So if Ged be under any 


higher command then himlelfe , and had from that power a 
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command to make Adew in that forme which he did, andto 
keep hum continually in that forme and ftate wherein he was 
made, then it he withdreiw the power which kept 44am mm this 
eſtate (as he did) he had done unrighteouſlly, and muſt have bin 


accomptable to hum from whom he had the command. But 


God is above all Law , there 15 none above him to compell him 
to doe any thing. or to give him a Law , unto which he might 
owe ſubjection ; neither 1s there any cquall to him , whereby 
he mighc be intreated , theretore he 15 become a Law to him- 
{elte. he meaſures ont all his wayes and actions by the line and 
ruleof the god-heaJl. As there is none but himſelfe to com- 
pell himſelte to the doing of any action , ſo neither doth hee 
aske advice of any but hi:nſelte tor the pertormance of the 
ſame. What he wills is a Law: and if he wills any thing , the 
thing he wills 1s according to knowledge, widdome and judge- 
ment; and he ſeeth and judgeth all things according to the ex- 
cellency of his ownenature and being , which is according to 
truth, yea according to the higheſt truth. It is a Maxime ge- 
nerall and true, that Godis the higheſt being , and perfection it 
{clte, that he is without addition or diminution, it ſo, let him 
do what he will, he cannot erre or do unrighteouſly. It heis 
one huge picce of ſpirituall glory, and all things in himare m- 
finite,as he himlelteis, in beauty, prayſe and perfetion,how ts 
it poſsible to thinke he can doe any uncomely thing; if he had 
+1710 he might have made 4deaw in another forme; either 
igher or lower at his pleaſure, and who ſhould havecontra- 
dicted him. If he will make his creatures glorious , and ſuffer 
them to be blaſted immediatly, that ſo he may bring in a grea- 
ter glory to make himſclfe more glorious : Who mhall controle 
him, this is the weaknes of man, that becauſe wee by our low 
and weak judgement and reaſon cannot finde out the high God 
in the way of his righteouſnefle : Therefore will we ſeck to 
make him unrightcous,when we ſhould rather (like Pa»/) who 
ſpeaking of the great way of Ged in ſhutting up all men under 
unbelicfe) cry out that his JOS are karcheble , and 
his wayes P finding out. All unrightcoutneſle ariſeth from 
ſome defect and unevenneſſe in mens wayes, if Gods way was 


not compleat nay if this his worke in the leaving of Adam to 
himſelfe, was not glorious and admirable ; or it wee can tell 
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of any that will come after him ;-and' reQifie or amend his 
-worke, then he will confeſle his fault, and to him owe the tri- 
-bute of praiſe. Is it polible, to be thought, that he which 
knowethall things at once, which ſhall be throughout eternity 
and by the lame wiidome and knowledge ordereth the being, 
the torme ot the being, the time of the being ot every thing 
which ſhall be, ſhould doe any thing contrary to himſelte, and 
if he doth nothing contrary to himiclte, hee cannot doe any 
thing unrighteouſly, becaule as 1 have ſaid, he 1s a Law to him- 
ſelte? It 15a true rule, that where there is no Law , there is no 
transgreſsion, then if there 15 none to be a Lawgiver to God, 
and his knowledge and will, are therule by which he meaſures 
out all things ; who then can ſay what he doth is done amille, 
although he doth whatſoever he will. 
+ But fecondly, I thus anſwer, That God was not any way en- 
gaged to keep Adam 1n that eftate wherein he was art created 2 
Had he been engaged to keep him, he muſt have kept hum. If 
God had made Adaw any promile, that as he had created him 
righteous, ſo hee would till keepe him in his righteoutneſle, 
od\ muſt then have regarded his promiſe, otherwile hee 
would have been unrighteous ; Adam could challenge nothing 
at his hands, becauſe he promiſed nothing to him : there 1s 
two things that doe principally binde, either a Lew, or a Pro- 
miſe; there was neither of thete upon God, to tye him to pre» 
ſerve Adam in that eſtate wherein he firſt created him. Doubt- 
lefſe Adam in that had becn happy, had God ſaid thus to him, 
AsThave made thee righteous, and beautified thee with mine 
image , ſo-I will for ever keep thee : the reaſon is this, God 
cannot change or deny himſelf, he 1s faithfull if he ſaith any 
thing, he knoweth he muſt effec the thing which he hath ſpos 
ken,therfore he 1s wie & caretull inall his ſayings:when God 
ſpeaketh any thing, he ſpeaketh it of himlelte, therefore hee 
muſt needs ſpeake the truth, and he is as caretull ro pertorme 
what he ſpeaketh;as he is to ſpeake 1t, otherwiſe he would not 
deale truly. One great difference betweene the eſtate of Adam 
and the eſtate of one inChrift Jeſus,is this Thatto ſuch whach 
are in Chriſt Jeſus he bath engaged himielfe by Covenant and 
Promiſe; that he will alſo hoops Iheen in Chriſt : and this is

cleare. that he never failed any in the performing of his 
mile ; but hedid not fo to {dem Indded he gave hima "= 
and bid him kcepe it, but he did not tell hiw he would helpe 
him to keepe 1t : the caſe 15 much alike betwixt the condition 
ot iden, and tuch who are under the Law, and looke tor hap. 
pineſle by it ; men _ have been happy that were under the 
Law, could they have kept it, but the Law could not give of it 
telte life, neither could thoſe that were ſubject to it keep it; 
ſo -*daw could not keepe that Law unto which he was ſubje, 
neither was there lite or power in that Law to keepe him, 
What 15 to be {aid ? God might very well Llame, yea, and pu« 
niſh Adam fot the breach ot his Law, becautc he was hus Crea- 
tor, and was above him ; yea, and under that conſideration he 
ong ht God his very being;but Adem had not wherewithall to 
charge Gad, but muſt lay his hand upon his mouth and be 
ſilent. By this we may ſee, that God doth not onely manifelt 
himlſclte to be righteous , in the withdrawing himſelfe from 
_ » but even by it his righteouſnefle Sth ſhine abun 

ntly. 

The next Objection 1s this, That God did command empeſſibih. 
ties; For thus faith the ObjeQion , if God gave Adam/acch 6 
L. aw, which he knew be bad not power to keep, bow then could hee looks 
for obedience ts that Law, which was noble for him wo obey? 

I anſweraftirmiatvely, that God may if he pleaſe, command 
things impoſsble tor men to doe, Gods the Soveraigne Lord, 
and as it 15 his PrerogativeRoyall to make and give Lawes , 10 
by the ſame Prerogative may he make what Lawes he will: He - 
may bid me doe what he plcaſeth. and lay a penaltic upon mee 
if [doe not the thing that pleaſeth him, yea, and execuce the 
penaltic alſo, and yet remaine juſt and righteous. Thereaſon 
15, becauſe he is Sovernigne or chiefe, there is noneto fit in 
Counſell with him when he maketh or ordainecth Lawes-or to 


controle him by ſaying, let them be thus or thus: Therefore 
what he wills is a Law, and that he wills is good ; And if hee 
wills a Lavy impolsible for tan tokeep yet this 15 a goo Laws 
heis _ Leng n us our ring, and the forme of our 
' beangs, e e m1 ave gtv other kind 
brings;end who could ordur ocateole hins domihe 
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(if he pleaſed)diflolved our beings.and yet be as free from con. 
trole, and ſhall weallow him the mens. and not the lefle, If 
God gave us our beings vyhich vyere good, and gave us a law 
in the keeping vvhereof wee might have kepr our lelves inthis 
goodnes, and yet vvc had not power to keep this Law : Did he 
not doe well ? doubtles hedid (or it he did not , then let us 
blame him) the Lawes vvhich God gave unto Moſes, ſeems to 
me ro be as hard to Keep, as that which he gave to Adew.in Pa- 
radife, tor none hitherto have kept it : And you in your {ace- 
chaſe fay : 1s any man able to keep the Commundements > The An- 
ſer 15.no : And yet none either doth or durſt blame the law, 
or the Lawgiver Surely if men do, and may command things 
impoſsible God may. 

There are many Layves forthe vyell being of a Kingdome 
or State (theſe being grounded on the word of God) which 
Kingsand Governours make, and yet how few of theſe are 
there duly obſerved, nay by reaſon of our yveak and infirme 
eſtate. it 15 impoſsible tully to keep them, and yet who blames 
either the Lawes, or the Lawmakers. Some haverun ( atleaſt 
in my apprehcnfton) into a ſtrange abſurdity , by denying this 
poin,tyyhich Tam now ſpeaking of, vvhich they have done by 

lacing a povver in man to doe Gods WHl or Command of 

imſctte, and in effeR ſaying , that it is in the vvill of man to 
believe, to repent, and conicquently to be a ſelfe Saviour. But 
to the matter in hand, our Saviour telleth the 7ewes, that to 
worke the vyorke of God is to believe, and Jeb»telleth us, that 
the Commandement is Faith or believing. ah ans Faith 
is .a Commandement, and yet it is impoſsible for fleſh and 
blood to believe, for ſaith the Scripture, It is the guift of God; 
(o that wee may ſee > Geddid not onely com things im- 
poſcible for Adew to doe or performe, but alſo for all his poſte- 
rity, and yet he remaineth aithfull and juſt. There are many 
things vvhich Geddoth, vvhich in our eyes vyould ſeeme un- 
righteous, nay,inhumane and cruell and yethe is juſt in ſodo- 
ine , Gedbids Abraham ſacrifice his Sonne, and it is plaine, if 
hekad ſa done,he muſt haye murthered his Sonne, and vvee 
know that in the Commandement, God faith, Thos ſhalt dee ns 
wwrther : And yct vve may not ay: that God did any _ 
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thing in the commanding or bidding of Abraham to obſetye. 
tuch a command. It God then doth give a law, and yet doth 
bid men to doe things contrary to that Law (and yetdoth no 
evill) why ſhould it then ſeem a harſh thing to us it God gi- 


» vVeth us tuck aLaw which wee cannot tulfll or obey. 


Here are two things to bee confidered about this bufi- 
neile of Abraham, and ! hope ſhall not twerve ftrom my Dit. 
courte. 

The tuft is, whether Abraham had ſinned if he had obey- 
ed God 1n the tacriticing of his Sonne /ſaack_ or no ? I conceave 
all without icruple will anſwer negatively. 

The ſecond thing 1s, Whether God did any evill in com- 
mand1ng any thing tor Abraham to doe contrary to a tormer 
command ? ; 

I anſwer, that God may repeale or call back any of his laws, 
if heplealeth ; Orclte it he pleateth bidany one do any thing 
contrary to any of his commands. The reaton is this, becaule 
by all the Laws or Commands of God politive , wee are ty- 
ed and engaged, and not God. It God bids us doca thing, wee 
are to doe it. If by and by he bids us undoe that thing, or doe.” 
tomething contrary to ir, we are ſti]] to doe it. A Maſter may 
bid a ſervant do a thing,and anon atter bid him undoe it again; 
and yet the Servant 1s to obey his Maſter. So its the Sover- 
aignty or Prerogative Royall, for God to command what hee 


' Will, andit is ourduety to be obedient to that which he com« 


mands. | | 
Where God promiſcth us any thing , then he is engaged, but 
not when he commands. When the!ſraelires were to depart out 
of Fgyp:God ( not purpoling that they ſhould returne againe) 
God bids them borrow Jewels and Rayment of the Egyptian, 
and the {jraelites never reſtored the things they borrowed to 
the Egyptiass. AngdTalſo ſuppoſe that when God bids the /ſrae- 
lites thus to borrow.it was not his intent they ſhould pay them 
againe: And Idoec bring theſe inſtances onely to poſlefle the 
Reader , that God by his Supremacie may command things 
for men.in, and of themſelves, impoſsible to doe. If God b1d- 
deth us believe 1n Jeſus Chriſt, and by ſo doing wee ſhall have 
ettrnall lite , yet it 1s as 1mpolsible of our {clves to believe , as 
| it

it1s for us to make a World ; Doth God. doe well then in bid- 
ding of us believe? it hedoth well (as ſurehedoth ) why doe 
we then complain, is not that which he wills excellent and al-. 
together to be defired: but tuppole any one ſhould thus objec, 
tiat although God 1s Soveraigne Lord overall, and may by 
virtue of Is Sovcraignty command what he will. yet whether 
or no he doth command any thing contrary to reaſon?$o ſaith 
the Objection, to command impolstbilities, is to command 
things unreaſonable. | 
Firſt, I will antwer, 

That there 1s a great difference between Gods reaſon ( if 1 
may ulc {uch an expre{s10n) and ours: Wee reaſon either car- 
nally, or at thebeſt. according to the Law of reaſon , or that 
reaſon which wee tee in the Law, but Gods realon, or the rea- 
{on1n God, which moved him to give us alaw,1s either from - 
hinttelte, or elie doth end in humielte « the reaſon that was in 
God, to giveusa Law is one thing, and the reaſon that is in 
that law,or that thatthe law works in us,1s another, & yet both 
helps to cleare God in this bulineſle , for 1t it be Gods reaſon 
to give us a Law, and his Law be good,and yet we through our 
unreaſonablenes breake ſo reaſonable a Law : Ihope wee will 
ncither blame God or has law. It 1s corrupt reaſon that vvill 

uarrell againſt the Will of God, true reaton will never. Ita 
aſter doth command a Servant to doe any unreaſonable 
thing, he doth ill , becauſe he is to follow the Lavy of reaſon 
in all his Commands, but God cannot command any-unrea-' 
ſonable thing , becauſe his Will 1s the higheſt reaſon, there is 
reaſon in his law, and yet his Will 15 more reatonable ( it wee 
may ſo ſpeake ) for the cauſe 1s greater then the effec; and his 
Will 1s the cauſe of his Law. 

But Secondly , True reafon vvill helpe us to cleare God 1n 
this thing, and faith much more , reaſon vvill make God the 
higheft cauſe, and not onely the higheſt cauſe, but alſo the 
groundand procurer of all cauſes and things whatſoever, and 
if ſo, then he muſt be Supreame Lord overall.and if Supream, 
then reaſon will tell us, that he may command what hee will. 
Indeed if a Maſter command a Servant to doe things impoſsi- 


ble , he doth ill, becauſe there is a command Iyeth upon the 
< TR "i by Maſter 
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Maſter that he ought not to opprefle his Servant, and there. 
tore reaton will tell us that he doth ill , but there 15 no reaton 
that cantell us, either that God is tyed to the oblervation of 
any parccular command, or that he 15 limited or ftrezghtened 
in the commanding of tuch and ſuch particular things.beyond 
VVhich he ought not to paſſe : But true reaſon will tell us,that 

E may command vvhat hee vvul, and if hee command that 
vv hich doth pleale him, then ishe juſt and righteous. If God 
can give huntelfe a reaſon to ſatishe himliclte , vvhy hee doth 
g1ve {uch and ſucha Lavy, and it vve by reaſon can ſatisfie our 
telves, that if he pleaſe, he may grve ſuch a Lavy, then if hee 
be pleaſed why doe vvc complaine ; ſuppoſe God ſhould com- 
mand any man to make a yyorld (I onely put it by vvay of fup- 
poſition) [ vyould aske that man whether God doth vvell or no 
it ſo doing. Iam conhdent when he commandeth men to be- 
licves he biddeth them docathing equivalent to the making of 
the World, for the works require one and the ſame power to 
bring forth theſe things to light: but wee are apt to quarrel! a- 
Sainf God, becauſe his waies are above our wayes, but if it 
were not 10, how coulq he be Ged. 


Wee may bebrought higher and higher by degrees into the 
knowledge of the glory of God, and the ſurpaſsmg excellen- 
cy of his cternall being: but it cannot be tmagined , that hee 
ſhould Koop below himſelfe, to portray himſelfe (uitable to 
the modell of our carnall apprehenfions. 


It 15 true God doth ftoop low, but never below himſelfe, for 
God to ſtoop low is this, that through the height of his good- 
and grace he 1s pleaſed to diſcover ſomewhat of that di- 

vine and everlaſting inviſible excellence, which is treaſured up 
within his owne breſt . but to ſtoope below himſelfe (1 mean 
inaftrict ſence) is to looſe the herght of that goodneffe and 
ace, and to make himſelfe appeare to be ſomething that 
i5not , which 13 not to be thought ; For God cannot de- 
lude , which hee muſt doe, it hee ſhould appeare to be that 
which hee is not : therefore if wee know that God ſpeaketh 
thus and thus , or biddeth us doe ſuch and ſuch things, when 
w

wee by the weakenefſe of our Ctpacity , cannot fathome his 
way To us fit downe and fay O! how unſcarchable is his 
witcdome , and his waies paſt finding out,
